‘ation are beginning to see strong 
‘indications of a near settlement of 
the indemnity dispute, the with- 
drawal of large numbers of French 
troops from the Ruhr, and the res- 
toration of full peace in the German 
industrial centers. 

The trend Is one of genuine en- 
couragement; and if the atmosphere 
is clarified, so that mutual conces- 
sions may be made with honor, all 
of Europe will breathe easier; and 
the whole world will catch a new 
step in its slow movement toward 
a post-war reconstruction. 

The latest Associated Press dis- 
patch of significance from Paris fol- 
lows: 

“Conversations that are taking place 
hetween Jacquin de Margerie, French 
ambassador to Germany, and Chan- 
cellor Stresemann in Berlin, are con- 
sidered by the French government as 
lending toward a settlement of the rep- 
eration question, although it is stated 
that the chancellor has not yet made 


a definite offer. 
“The conferences between M. de 


Margerie and Chancellor Stresem4ann 


will-be continued. 
“Any proposition received by France 


from Chancellor Stresemann will be 
communicated immediately to the Brit- 
ish and other allied governments.” 

if this dispatch had come out of 
Berlin its significance would perhaps 
not have been so clear, but coming 
out of Paris, the base of military 
aggression against Germany, it is 
regarded as indicative that a settle- 
ment is near at hand. 

It is known that Great Britain, 
with her usual force of conserva- 
tism, has been exerting every per- 
suasive influence upon the new Ger- 
man chancellor, who is close to the 
people and a true democrat, to re- 
treat—that is to cease passive re- 
sistance—which has been the stum- 
bling block to any negotiations on 
the part of France.to a Ruhr settle- 
ment. 

Great Britain's liberal attitude to- 
watd Germany, in its present dilem- 
ma, a$ illustrated by its strained re- 
lations with France over differences 
of policy, it is believed will go a 
long way to inducing the new Ger- 
man chancellor to this course, not 
as an acknowledgment of wrong but 
as a concession that would not only 
throw upon the new German de- 
mocracy the strong British arm, but 
command the respect of the world, 
and even of France, provided its 
militaristic policy should be fash- 
jioved upon relations of honor be- 
tween victor and vanquished, and 
not upon the old prejudices of con- 
tinental hatred. 

Great Britain's earnest efforts are 
not only to preserve Germany from 
complete destruction, thereby cre- 
ating another economic cataclysm 
that will shake the world, but to re- 
store amicable relations with France, 
and to preserve the entente. 

If the Ruhr dispute {is thus diplo- 
matically settled as now seems pos- 
sible the international bankers will 
no doubt consider again the ques- 
tion of establishing a national credit 
for Germany, putting her monetary 
system back on its feet, and open- 
ing its markets to world trade. 

The nity of it is that in all of 


these negotiations looking to peace 
and to the rehabilitation of trade, the 
American government is taking no 
part, although its war policy was 
the same as that of any of its allies 
—a policy looking to the democra- 
tization of the world, and the friend- 
ly relationship between all nations, 
including the conquered, in the 
commerce of the world. : 

However that may be, it is grati- 
fying that the clouds over Europe 
are beginning to lighten, and may 
soon break and disappear. 


VICTORY OF “AGREEMENT.” 

In an address on “The Pathway 
of Peace,”’ delivered before the Ca- 
nadian Bar association at Montreal 
on September 4, Secretary of State 
Hughes declared that “the way to 
is through agreement, not 
The question, he 


peace 
through force.” 
declared, “is not of any ambitious 
general scheme to prevent war, but 
simply of the constant effort . . 
to diminish among peoples the dis- 
position to resort to force and to 
find a just and reasonable basis for 
accord,” 

Since that address a war, threat- 
ened between Italy and Greece, has 
been averted “by agreement.” 

Nine years ago when the great- 
est of all wars broke over the world, 
and shook {t like an angry surf 
beating the beaches, the provocation 
leading to that cataclysm, as it ap- 
peared on the surface, was not so 
great as the provocation, viewed 
from either the standpoint of Athens 
or Rome, that led to the belligerent 
spirit in Europe that has Just yleld- 
ed to “agreement.” 

The lesson is that civilization now 
demands the settling of international 
differences by arbitrament and not 
by sword, 

“The way to peace is through 
agreement and not through force,” 
said the secretary of state. 

The world recognizes it. The 
last message of President Harding 
showed the great issue that pressed 
deepest upon his heart. He was try- 
ing manfully, quickened by a fear- 
less consciousness of duty, to atone 
for a policy of isolation and Inter- 
national distrust and prejudice by 
which a restiess post-war condition 
swept his party into power. 

Settlement of international dis- 
putes by agreement scored its most 
potential victory the Greco- 
Italian affair; and the appeal of the 
international court of Justice be- 
eomes stronger by reason of it.

Corfu and British Prestige 


BY FRANK H. SIMONDS 


Washington, D. C., September 12.— 
In the last analysis the Corfu episode 
must be recognized as a consequence 
of the Franco-Brjtish break over the 
Ruhr, Like the onrush of the vic- 
torious Turk into Europe just one 
year ago, and like his subsequent and 
incidental defiance of Europe, the 
Italian performance results from an 
accurate appreciation of the fact that 
although many nations will disapprove 
none will venture to carry disanpro- 
bation to the point of war. ‘Thus, 


Italy may -hope to draw from her 
action some of the profits and most 


for his defiance of what was once 
the concert of Europe. 

Italy bas attacked Greece for a 
double reason, In the first place, 
Greece is a commercial rival, a politi- 
cal danger and the single considerable 
obstacle to Italian aspirations in the 
Near East, and in the second place, 
Greece has been the object of Britain 
ever since the world war. In analyz- 


ing situations like that which has 
just developed at the foot of the 
Adriatic it is essential to discover, 
first of ell, what is the underlying in- 
terest of the aggressor nation. Thus, 
British concern over the Turkish af- 
fair last year was in the main due to 
the fact that the most vital com- 
munications of the British empire lie 
nlong the eastern end of the Medi- 
terranean. Anything which affects 
India, even remotely, is a matter of 
utmost importance for all _ British 
statesmanship. French solicitude for 
rorth African interests is precisely 
analagous, hence the present French 
concern over Tangier. 
Dream of Italy. 

Now, it has been the dream of a 
restored and reunited Italy to estab- 
lish in the Near East that suprem- 
acy which has twice falien to the in- 
habitants of the HEtalian peninsula, 
once under Rome and again under 
Venice. The bulk of the inhabitants 
of the British empire dwell in India 
and British policy is expressed in 
maintaining British communications 
therewith. The future of France lies 
in north Africa and France is_ con- 
stantly alert to defend her interests 
in Tunis, “Algeria and Morocco, to 
defend and to extend. 

Seated at Gibraltar, Malta and Cy- 
prus, Britain dominated the Medi-

terranean before the world war, while 
France, from Toulon, Bizerta and Al- 
giers occupied a strong strategic posi- 
tion, seeond only to that of Britain. 
But while Great Britain and France 
were Atlantic as well as Mediter- 
ranean sea powers, Italy was con- 
fined to the inland sea and, although 
the heir ¢o the Romag tradftion, the 
Savoy monarchy saw itself at best 
the third power in strength and in 
position. 

To restore the balance a 
Italy went to Tripoli more

New York, N. Y., September 11.— 
(Special.)—Lester J. Rich, formerly 
buyer and merchandise manager of M. 


Peculiar and varied are the appeals 
and requests which reach the governor 
of a state through the mails. Not a 
day passes but what the governor’s 
secretary opens a batch of letters, con- 
taining pleas ranging all the way 
from requests for money, to a tear- 
stained plea for the life of an erring 
son—condemned by the law to die. 

In Governor Walker's mail on Tues- 
day, were three letters which are typ- 
ical of the general grist of the post- 
man’s bag. 

One was from a man, over 50 years 
of age, serving a life sentence for 
murder on the chain gang of Muscogee 
county. He said that he was convict- 
ed in 1901, but said his plea was 
self-defense. He has no family or rela- 
tives, but asked the governor to tell 
him what gteps to take in a final ef- 
fort to secure his freedom before he 
dies, so that he “may observe the 
glories of creation a free man, once 
more.” 

Another pitiful pencil scrawl, was 
from a man who complained because, 
he said, his “wife’s people” had in- 
duced her to go to them and he want- 
ed her back. He told the governor how 
he needed the wife, for her use to him 
in housework, and wanted to be ad- 
vised if there was any way by which 
he could force her to live with him, 
or to punish her parents “for tra-| 
ducing her away.” 

The third, apparently from_a negro, 
was postmarked Atlanta, and begged 
for a pension. The writer, who signed 
her name “Rebecca,” said she was 
a hundred years old “or more,” and 
“needed help pow’ful bad.” 

There are three of the common run 
of mail. And, just a few days ago, 
a woman wrote to ask if her husband 
couldn't be released from the state 
asylum for the insane, declaring that 
his condition satisfied her, at any 
rate, that she was willing and anxious 
to live with him, and she thought 
she was his proper legal guardian and, 
if both were satisfied, it was no busi- 
ness of the state or of anybody else.

CENTRAL OF GEORGIA RAILWAY REVIEWS 
TRANSPORTATION SITUATION 


During the pre-war period railroad facilities were not improved from year to year be- 
cause the credit of the carriers was bad, due to the refusal of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission to permit rate increases. When the Government took over the property in the 
spring of 1918 the machine was not sufficient to handle conveniently or economically the 
extraordinary volume of business that the country was then doing. 


During Federal control, which lasted until March 1, 1920, but little effort was made 
to remedy this situation. There was no extension of railroad mileage, only inadequate 
purchase of equipment, no improvement of shop facilities or terminals; while wage in- 
creases were out of all proportion to rate increases. 


At the end of Federal control the carriers were less able to operate successfully than 
at the beginning, but during the past three years marked progress has been made. 


At the present time American railways are rendering to American business more effi- 
cient service than at any time in the history of the country. ; 


The railways are accomplishing this achievement at costs to the traveling and ship- 
ping public, lower than prevail anywhere else in the world. 


In order to fit themselves to render efficient service, the railways are expending during 
1923 for equipment, additions and improvements, the enormous sum of one and one-half 
billions of dollars ($1,500,000,000.00). Railway management is justified in these im- 
mense expenditures by faith in the American public, by belief in the spirit of the square 
deal, that will accord the railways the same treatment given to other industries. 


The public should be willing to give railway management an opportunity to function 
without further restrictive regulation or hampering legislation. Fair-minded people gen- 
erally seem willing to permit a trial of the present Transportation Act for a reasonable 
length of time, under normal conditions. Those who hold this view can assist in stabilizing 
business by communicating to their Senators and Representatives in Congress, their senti- 


ments. 


The need of American business is not so much for cheaper transportation, as for 
more adequate and efficient transportation. The public can better afford to pay the cur- 
rent rates than to suffer the inevitable losse, that follow a period of car shortage—and 
car shortages will certainly come at regular intervals unless the railways are permitted to 
earn sufficient money to provide adequate equipment and facilities that will prevent these 


conditions. 


Freight rates are not out of line with commodity prices. In January of 1923, freight 
rates were 50 per cent higher than in 1913, while the average wholesale price of all com- 
modities was 57 per cent higher than in 1913. 


Rates are not too high for the service rendered. The greatly increased costs of 
material, supplies, taxes, coal, and especially labor—which the railways must pay—neces- 
sitate the present level of rates. The railways are in no condition to withstand reductions 
in their revenues at present. In 1920 there was a deficit of net railway income. In 
1921 the rate of return was 1.23%; in 1922 it was 4.45%, a striking contrast with the rate 
of return of other industries, particularly in view of the fact that during the war period 
when other industries were storing up comfortable surpluses, railway return was limited to 
the average made for the three years prior to July 1, 1917. 


Despite widespread belief to the contrary, there is no ‘‘guarantee” of railway earn- 
ings in the Transportation Act. The so-called ‘‘guarantee’”’ is really a limitation of 534% 
upon the Interstate Commerce Commission’s valuation of property devoted to transporta- 
tion. There is no provision for the making up of deficits; on the other hand, a railroad 
that loses money one year has no opportunity to recoup its losses from the operations of 
a prosperous year, but must, under the Transportation Act, turn over to the government, 
half of its earnings above 534%. 


The railways are reducing freight rates as rapidly as prudent judgment permits. In 
1922 freight rates were reduced 13%, while commodity prices were increasing. The rail- 


ways were the only large American industry that reduced to the consumer the cost of its 
product. 

The future development of transportation hinges upon one thing—the ability of the 
railways to secure sufficient capital to keep pace with the business demands of the country. 
Capital cannot be coerced—it can only be attracted. To attract it, investors must be as- 
sured of a reasonable rate of return, fair treat~-e>+t, and freedom from confiscation. 


The people of the United States have the choice between two alternatives—to give 
railway management a chance to render service under the competitive conditions surround- 
ing private ownership; or, to turn the roads over to government ownership, with political 
and partisan conditions as factors in managing the country’s greatest industry.

One of the advantages of the glass 
hair is that it will not bend out of 
shape. Madame Louise said, but this 
may be regarded as an advantage if 
any one tries to bend it. 

Bobbed hair will be right for sports 
wear, hut in the evening “a transfor- 
mation” will be absolutely necessary. 
Bobbed hair with evening dress? 
Madame Jmuise merely raised her 
shoulders slightly and turned up the 
palms of her hands, fingers extended. 

Other popular styles of hair for va- 
rious occasions will be Japanese pa- 
coda and “dutch.” The pagoda may 
be built up to any number of stories 
and shows the ears, which have been 
“tinctured” with tangerine. Sixteenth 
century and Roman also will be in 
vogue, but eighteenth century, never. 

“As you know.” said Madame [Lou- 
ise, “‘women had to hide their switches 
under the mattress in the eighteenth 
century.”

The other 
bouy recovered yesterday had not been 
identified. Both of these men were 
apparentiy drowned in their bunts 
and later washed into the sea. The 
other body recovered shortly after the 
wreck avas thaat of J. W. Conway, of 
Onncha, Neb., a seaman on the De!pby. 

The plan to cut through the bull of 
the Young, which overturned, to find 
the bodies of missing members of the 
crew, has been postponed and possibly 
will be ubandoned. It is now believed 
that few if any bodies are in the ves- 
sel. Survivors from the Young declare 
they believe all of the crew reached 
the deck in time to jump overboard 
before she turned over. 


Coolidge Plans 
To Link Federal 
And State Heads

Washington, September 11.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge is evolving a plan for 
linking the federal and state govern- 
ments more closely by enlarging the 
scope of the contemplated conference 
of governors on prohibition. 

His present intention is tc have 


the governors consider not only pre- 
hibition, Sut other important prob- 
lems such <.s immigration, suppression 
of traffic in dope, and similar matters 
in which the state and federal gov- 
ernments are concurrently interested. 

The sovernorsa hold their annual 
conference at Denver in one month, 
and President Coolidge’ is vconsider- 
ing whether to ask them tv confer 
with him here before or after this 
meeting. 

The Prohibition Issue. 

| Some advisors have been urging Cool- 
idge io drop the idea of a prohibition 
couference, because of the hostile feel- 
ing among some governors of wet 
states. At the last conference held 
by Presiijent Harding nearly a year 
ago Governor Ritchie, of Maryland, 
|openly dissented when it was suggest- 
ed that the states should be more ac- 
tive in enforcing prohibition Now 
there are two other belligerent wet 
governors, Smith, of New York, and 
Silzer, of New Jersey, both demo- 
crats. 

But vegardless of the opposition 
that might be expected from these gov- 
eynors, President Coolidge sees larger 
possibilitics for enlisting the assist- 
ance of the states in a variety of 
ways besides prohibition enfvrcement. 

He gave his principle a trial in 
the anthracite strike situation when 
he summoned Governor Pinchot to the 
white house and asked his assistance, 

Before tLe conference meets, Pres- 
ident Coolidge will have conferred 
with a aumber of his cabinet officers 
regarding federal activities in which 
the states could assist. 

Immigration Problem. 

Secretary of Labor Davis has long 
felt that his relatively smail staff 
could be made far more effective in 
dealing with immigration problems if 
States would give assistance. 

First, there is the great amount of 
smuggling of immigrants, which has 
been increased with the 3 per cent 
quota law. As 29 states—more than 
half—lie either on the seacoast of 
the Canadian or Metican borders, the 
federal authorities could be aided ma- 
terially by local authorities in polic- 
ing this border territory. 

There is also the problem of disturb- 
ing and Americanizing immigrants, 
which is largely a local one. The 
federal ;overnment also could be as- 
sisted in apprehending undesirable 
aliens sought for deporation. 

Suppression of traffic in dope is an- 
other proslem in which President 
Coolidge Lelieves local authorities can 
render great assistance.
